I've done something I never dreamed I would do, something I’ve grumbled and blogged 
about. I learnt my lesson on “never say never" in this country, but as these innocuous 
sounding words slipped out of my lips, I too was in disbelief. 

It happened in the most pedestrian of places, the Albert Heijn. I was waiting in line at the 
paracetamol/cigarettes/shavers/post/randomness counter (уои know the one’). 

Weighed down by an active 1.5-year-old, a bag of groceries, and 2 parcels to ship as gifts to 
the other side of the world — a Dutch person casually sauntered into the store, glanced at the 
existing line of customers waiting on the 15-year-old to figure out the Dutch postal system, 
and he nonchalantly proceeded to walk up to the counter and placed his order. 

There was clearly a line of customers at the counter and clearly others were waiting (and 
waiting) patiently to be served. But apparently it did NOT matter. 

This was no accidental case of ‘overlooking’ the line. I had seen it happen time and time 
again, but today was different. Today I was hot and tired, and baby was even more hot 
and tired and together we were not the loveliest of duos. And so, loudly, and brimming with 
9 years of *why-the-heck-can-you-people-not-learn-to-wait-your-turn ' angst, a little Dutch 
word сао ту lips.

“ASOCIAAL!” 

The perpetrator’s head snapped back to look at me immediately. But apparently, I wasn’t 
stopping there, as I followed up with a loud: "Doe eens normaal!” . 

I suppose it could be seen as completing some imaginary level of Dutch integration. The 
Dutch phrase escaped my lips, even before I had time to think about my response (let alone 
the language would be in). No other English or Dutch phrase could have said it better. 
What did this signify? I'd always laughed at the associations of that culturally ingrained 
Dutch phrase: Just who defined this definition of normal?? Was I now on the path of 
becoming one of them? 

It must be said; Dutch people have an utter disregard for lines, queuing and generally 
waiting their turn. When I was fresh-off-the-boat it used to drive me utterly mad. Venturing 
into the City was an exhausting pursuit; my lack of language skills coupled with Dutch 
people's lack of queuing-manners used to make my blood boil. Where were the manners? 
Where was the civility? Had Dutch people somehow missed that basic childhood lesson of 
not cutting in line! 

But it was not just me. Over the years, I have heard loads of other foreign friends, visitors 
and tourists equally irate, when discussing the matter. I remember a good Aussie friend of 
mine, describing her daily commute from Utrecht to Amsterdam each morning. 

When boarding and exiting each train, bus, and metro, she encountered a mad stampede of 
line cutting, pushing and elbows. Exasperated one evening over drinks, she proclaimed: “J 
can t do it anymore. I feel my blood pressure rising every morning in this country. It's like 
boarding the train with effing animals!” 

Over the past decade, I have seen some progress in the Dutch domain of queuing... or at 
least I believe I have. Sometimes it is hard to get a grasp on my own cultural evolution and 
that of the Dutchies. Had they really gotten better at queuing or had I just become more 
tolerant of the chaos? Had they changed, or had I?

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The everlasting battle against the sea by the Dutch 


The everlasting battle against the sea by the Dutch. 

When I started on this subject, I expected to find several floods and not just the most recent and 
well publicised flood of 1953. To my amazement, there had been at least one, two or more serious 
floods in each century. Many of these were far worse than the one in 1953. In this account, we 
document the various floods over the Centuries. In the succeeding chapter, we will also look at 
how the Dutch battled and reclaimed land lost to the sea and how they reclaimed extra land from 
the seas. 

Early times: The Dutch have battled the Sea for Centuries and it was noted of the low countries 
by a Greek Geographer Pytheas around the year 325 BC that: "More people died in the struggle 
against water, than in the struggle against men.” 

Even First-Century Roman author Pliny wrote something similar in his Natural History. 

There, twice in every twenty-four hours, the ocean's vast tide sweeps in a flood over a large stretch 
of land and hides Nature's everlasting controversy about whether this region belongs to the land or 
to the sea. There these wretched peoples occupy high ground, or manmade platforms constructed 
above the level of the highest tide they experience; they live in huts built on the sites so chosen and 
are like sailors in ships when the waters cover the surrounding land, but when the tide has receded, 
they are like shipwrecked victims. Around their huts they catch fish as they try to escape with the 
ebbing tide. It does not fall to their lot to keep herds and live on milk, like neighbouring tribes, nor 
even to fight with wild animals, since all undergrowth has been pushed far back. 

The records show that there have been 29 major floods with the first recorded flooding happening

The description by Pliny concurs with our knowledge of earlier use of *Terpen", which were larger 
areas of raised earth, upon which villages were built. 
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The everlasting battle against the sea by the Dutch 


in the year 838, when Frisia, now known as Friesland, was inundated by the sea with 2,437 people 
losing their lives. The lack of good dikes was an important cause for this disaster. 
There were 2 floods in the 11' Century, 1014 and 1042. Three in the 12۳ Century, 1163, 1170 and 
1196. During the 13" Century the flood of 1212 caused an estimated 60,000 deaths in Noord 
Holland. Then in 1214, a storm flood affected all of the Netherlands causing a lot of erosion of 
their important Peat areas. 
The 13" Century was a period, when as many as ten (10) major floods were recorded. In 1219, the 
Saint Marcellus Flood in West Friesland & Groningen was the 4" major flood in 50 years. This 
flood had enormous consequences in the formation of the Zuiderzee and Waddenzee. It also cost 
the lives of an estimated 36,000 people. 
There were 3 floods close to one-another in 1248-1249. These occurred in Noord Holland, 
Friesland & Groningen. They occurred on the 20 November 1248, 28 December 1248, and 4 
February 1249. 
There were floods in 1277, 1280 and 1282 but the St. Lucia Flood of 1287 caused a death toll of 
between 50,000 and 80,000 people. 
The 14" Century was rather mild in comparison with only one major bad weather event recorded. 
This affected not only the Netherlands but also England, Jutland (Denmark), and Schleswig 
(Germany). Hurricane-force winds drove enormous waves atop of an enormous storm surge 
carving out a huge inland see in The Netherlands, demolishing a lot of infrastructure in England, 
and swallowing 60 parishes in the Danish diocese of the Bishops of Slesvig. This flood cost 25,000 
people their lives. 
In the 15" Century there were 2 floods, 1404 & 1421, both being called the St Elizabeth Flood. 
Both occurred in Holland and Zeeland. The 1421 flood caused between 2,000 and 10,000 people to 
lose their lives. During the 16th Century there were 2 major floods. The most severe flood was that 
of St. Felix in 1530. Large parts of Flanders and Zeeland were washed away, including the 
Verdronken (Drowned) Land of Reimerswaal. According to Audrey M. Lambert: "All the Oost 
Wetering of Zuid-Beveland was lost, save only the town of Reimerswaal." 
Over a 100,000 people lost their lives from this flood. The AII Saints flood of 1570 in Bergen Op 
Zoom and Saeftinghe, caused 20,000 deaths and drowned the land of Saeftinghe, which has never 
been reclaimed, despite several attempts to do so. 
During the 17" Century, one flood was recorded in 1675 with little consequence as no deaths or 
major destructions were noted. 
There was a lot written about the Great Storm of 1703. Maybe because literacy was more advanced 
than earlier times and this is why many accounts of this event have been found. Of course, people 
who lived through this event, had no way of comparing the severity of this storm to those that had 
occurred before this time. Only now, with the benefit of historical records, are we able to judge one 
event, against those of others. 
Reports abounded about the storm killing thousands of victims.The actual estimated death toll was 
between 8,000 and 15,000. This compared to death tolls of earlier floods is a rather milder 
outcome. Of course, any amount of loss of lives is always a big tragedy. However, we must keep 
things in perspective, in reading the stories written at that time. 
There were no wind measurements available, but a wealth of reports and diaries make it clear that 
this storm was extremely serious. The storm reached its peak in the night and led to enormous 
damage and numerous dike breaches. It was heaviest in an area of approximately 500 kilometres 
wide in Wales, Central and Southern England, the North Sea, the Low Countries, and the North of 
жа Germany. At many places there was talk of a high storm 
„ surge. Seamen reported tornadoes. Other sources wrote 
1:4 about a terrible storm and these agreed with each other. 
The air was full of lightning. The English journalist and 
writer Daniel Defoe (the writer of Robinson Crusoe) wrote 
concerning the: "Most terrible storm which the world ever 
saw". The storm was according to Defoe so dreadful that

there was no pen to describe it. 
Meteorologists have tried to reconstruct the chart of this storm. Above Scandinavia the air pressure 
was high at the beginning of December 1703, but in the Bay of Biscay south west of the United 
Kingdom, there were two depressions. The first depression went up the North Sea, the 
second went to Scotland. The venom, however, was in a new block, which appeared above 
Ireland. This block increasingly drew in strong activity around the middle of Ireland and 
from Britain further to the East. The storm blew on the South side of the depression, where 
the South of Britain had a hurricane, wind strength 12. The barometers plummeted 
dramatically. According to calculations the air pressure must have decreased to 
950millibars, a rare low for Britain. A powerful anticyclone, which came through 
immediately, ensured enormous air pressure differences, as a result the terrible weather 
situation. 

Then the Christmas flood of 1717 affected Groningen, Zwolle, Dokkum, Amsterdam and 
Haarlem resulting in 14,000 deaths. 

In 1820, the Alblasserwaard was inundated due to a number of dikes being breached. A 
total area of 1,300 square KMs came under water. The February flood of 1825 inundated 
large parts of Friesland, Groningen and Overijssel, resulting in 800+ 
deaths due to dikes being breached. 

In 1836, two Hurricanes caused flooding late in the year. In November, 
the first reached the gates of Amsterdam, while on Christmas Day, 
Leiden was flooded. 

In 1916, many dikes around the Zuiderzee gave wa, causing flooding. 
Whilst plans to shut off the Zuiderzee from the North Sea and creating 
new polders had already been in the planning since 1886, this together 
with the famine of 1918 became the driving force to build the 
Afsluitdijk. Despite these two critical events, it still took another 9 
years before a start was made in 1927. The Afsluitdijk was completed 


in 1932. Afsluitdijk. 


Then on the 1 February 1953, the most reported sea invasion occurred in Zeeland and West 
Brabant. It is still referred to as the *Grote Watersnood". However, the death toll was 2,551. 
This is still 2,551 too many, but when taken 
in perspective of earlier floods, the 
population came through that crisis in far 
better shape than those people from earlier 
years. We have to take note of the facts that 
this event was recorded on film, unlike 
earlier floods. Television was already 
available in many countries and these images 
being beamed into people's living rooms 
caused an enormous rescue effort and 
donations of food, clothing, bedding, and 
medicines from many countries. For many of 
us, it is of course during our lifetime and 
therefore fresh in our memories.

Editorial. 

The RDC Club House. 

You would have read that the Thursday Night 
Card Club has started up again in the newly 
renovated and refurbished Karl’s Bar. 

The room now has 3 banks of down lights 
regulated by dimmers. Some of the old hanging 
lamps have been retained as well, which can be 
switched on, if a more intimate atmosphere is 
required, such as evening dinners. 

However, due to lack of wall furnishing and 
curtains, the room is very bare, harsh and 
echoing. 

But do not fret about that. I have been assured 
that only stage 1 of the renovations has been 
completed and all of the foregoing concerns will 
be taken care of during stage 2 of the 
renovations. 

I have also been advised that the RDC has been 
allocated a grant of $153,000, being part of the 
WA Government’s Community Capital Works 
Funds. 

These funds will be used to replace the entire 
roof of the RDC in one go.
